This spring, residents of the 
Belle Point community will begin 
to see more green. 

In November, nearly 20 trees 
were planted in the community 
with funding from the Prince 
George’s County Department of 
Environmental Resources ReLeaf 
Matching Grant Program. Belle 
Point residents and members of 
that community’s landscaping 
committee, Germaine Timmer- 
mans and Nancy Joy Allchin, ap- 
plied for the grant after seeing an 
opportunity to not only improve 
property values but a chance to 
help the environment on a small 
scale.

“It’s a small contribution but 
if [we] do nothing, there will be 
no contributions,” Timmermans 
said. Timmermans, a 15-year 
resident of the community, is the 
current vice-president of the Belle 
Point Homeowner’s Association. 

The county’s ReLeaf Grant 
Program encourages communi- 
ties to “turn green” with funding 
for landscaping in public ar- 
eas. Belle Point received $4,000 
in grant funding, matching the 
$4,000 budget set out by the 
homeowner’s association for 
2009, to put toward trees and 


Impact of Homeowner Tax 


Credit as Assessments Dip

Maryland property owners 
reassessed this year who use 
the property as their principal 
residence should have received 
or, in the case of Greenbelt 
Homes members, will shortly 
receive an assessment notice 
containing a Homestead Tax 
Credit Application. This ap- 
plication must be submitted 
to the state in order to assure 
that the credit is granted only 
for eligible properties and not 
on properties that are rented or 
used as vacation homes. Even 
though most Greenbelt property 
owners have qualified for the 
Homestead Tax Credit for many 
years, legislation adopted by the 
Maryland General Assembly in 
2007 requires homeowners to 
submit a one-time application in 
order to continue their eligibility 
for the credit. 

The 2007 legislation was a 
response to reported fraudulent 
claims some property owners 
were making regarding the use 
of the home as their principal 
residence, when in fact they were 
claiming the credit for a vacation 
or second home. 


Helps Homeowners 

The Maryland Homestead Tax 
Credit was enacted to help home- 
owners deal with large assess- 
ment increases on their principal 
residence. The credit limits the 
increase in taxable assessments to 
10 percent or less each year. For 
Prince George’s County prop- 
erty owners the county set its 
increases each year to 5 percent 
and the City of Greenbelt set its 
limit for increases to 10 percent, 
as does the state for its property 
tax assessment increases. 

In the housing boom that be- 
gan in the late 90s and contin- 
ued through 2008, the Maryland 
Homestead Tax Credit insulated 
property owners from the full 
impact of ever-rising proper- 
ty assessments as the value of 
the homes increased. In fact, 
Maryland homeowners enjoy- 
ing the fruits of the Homestead 
Tax Credit have been paying 
considerably less property taxes 
than the owners of similar single 
family homes and condominiums 
that are rented. In some cases the

100,000 Gallons of... Effluent 
Escape from Pumping Station 


100,000 gallons of wastewa- 
ter breached a manhole cover 
Sunday morning just beyond the 
northern property line of Green- 
briar Condominiums, prompting 
a nearly nine-hour effort by the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission (WSSC) to stop the 
sewage spring. 

WSSC spokeswoman Lyn Rig- 
gins said a below-ground valve 
failure caused the overflow, which 
had nowhere else to go but down- 
hill into a tributary that ultimately 
feeds into Beaverdam Creek. 

“We took immediate actions to 
stop it and repair it,” Riggins said 
in a telephone interview Tuesday. 
“We followed procedure.” 

Five yellow WSSC signs now 
grace the affected area, warn- 
ing people of Sunday’s sewage 
surfeit and to “avoid water con- 
tact.” A slight sewage odor was 
also evident near the signage and 
the WSSC’s Greenbriar Pump- 
ing House, which can be spotted 
along the east side of the Balti- 
more Washington Parkway. 

Interestingly, several Green- 
briar residents who live beside 
the affected area and pump house 
were — and perhaps still are — un- 
aware of the Sunday spill. 

“T didn’t know about it,” said 
Carol Adams, a Greenbriar tenant 
whose third floor condo over- 
looks part of the affected area. 
“Tt’s news to me.” 

Another man, whose condo 
directly overlooks the pumping 
Station, said he hadn’t a clue. 
That is, not until after he read 
about it in The Washington Post 
Tuesday morning. 

Jennifer Fullmer, Greenbriar’s 
community manager, said she 
became aware of the incident 
Sunday evening and made very 
clear whose responsibility it was

to inform residents about the mat- 
ter — the WSSC’s. “It’s not our 
issue,” Fullmer said Tuesday after- 
noon, adding that no residents had 
been affected by the spill. “It was 
all underground,” she added. 
Nevertheless, Greenbriar man- 
agement sent emails to residents 
by 3:15 p.m. on Tuesday, two 
days after the 100,000 gallons of 
wastewater first emerged. 
Although Fullmer refused to 


forward the email to this reporter, 
Mayor Judith Davis — herself a 
resident of the Greenbriar As- 
sociation — said she received an 
email from Greenbriar manage- 
ment containing an attachment of 
the press release offered by the 
WSSC on Monday. 

Like Davis, Councilmember 
Emmett Jordan, also a resident of

The Origin of Greenbriar’s 
Sewage Pumping Station

Although most of the Green- 
briar development is in the In- 
dian Creek-Beaverdam Creek 
watershed where sewage flows 
naturally toward the Anacostia 
River and is channeled to the 
Blue Plains Sewage Treatment 
Plant on the Potomac River 
in the District of Columbia, it 
would have been exorbitantly 
costly to run a gravity flow 
sewer line in that direction. 
This is because the unnamed 
tributary that begins in Green- 
briar, along which a gravity 
flow sewer line would follow, 
flows northward to Beaverdam 
Creek in the Beltsville Agricul- 
tural Research Center (BARC). 
Beaverdam Creek then flows 
westward through BARC from 
the eastern side of Greenbelt 
to the city’s westernmost side 
where it joins Indian Creek. It 
is only there that such a sewer 
line could connect to an exist- 
ing sewer line. Besides cost, a 
gravity flow line from Green- 
briar would have caused consid- 
erable disruption to the BARC 
lands and might never have 
received its approval. 

Also, at the time that Green- 
briar was in the developmental 
stages, there was a moratorium 


on new sewer hookups to the 
Blue Plains facility due to inad- 
equate capacity. The developers 
of Greenbriar, Rozansky and Kay, 
therefore, successfully sought to 
connect Greenbriar’s sewage to 
lines that flowed eastward to the 
Western Branch Sewage Treat- 
ment Plant in the Patuxent River 
watershed. While they obtained 
the approvals needed to divert 
the sewage drainage from one 
watershed to another, WSSC then 
imposed a moratorium on sew- 
age connections to that treatment 
plant as well. 

The developers then sought 
approval to build a temporary 
sewage treatment plant on site. 
This proposal was the subject 
of much controversy. Effective 
citizen opposition caused a long- 
time delay in approvals for the 
plant being rendered. Finally, the 
plant was approved and built and 
opened in 1974. 

Two years later the moratori- 
um was lifted and the Greenbriar 
development was permitted to be 
connected by means of a lift sta- 
tion to existing sewer lines flow- 
ing to the Western Branch Plant. 
The lift station still remains in 
operation. The temporary treat- 
ment plant was removed.

Area residents have an oppor- 
tunity on Saturday, February 13 
to attend a program concerning a 
unique collection of printed mate- 
rial dating from the end of World 
War II. The Gordon W. Prange 
Collection consists of print pub- 
lications issued in Japan from 
1945 to 1949 — from preschool 
picture books to newspapers to 
organizational pamphlets to news 
agency photographs, adult books, 
maps and posters. 

During the American Occu- 
pation of Japan under General 
Douglas MacArthur, a censor- 
ship board screened all Japanese 
works submitted for publication. 
Prange, who had been a profes- 
sor of history at the University 
of Maryland, served as one such 
censor. 

When the Occupation ended 
and he was returning to his pre- 
war appointment at the university, 
he requested, and was granted, 
the right to bring with him cop- 
ies of all this previously censored 
material — cases and cases and 
cases. Nowhere in the world 
— including Japan — does such 
a comprehensive collection exist

less at the height of the boom 
years. 

Now, the housing bubble has 
burst and the country is in the 
midst of one of the most serious 
economic downturns the U.S. (and 
most of the world) has faced. In- 
deed the cause of the downturn 
has been mainly attributed to the 
collapse of the housing industry, 
with foreclosures at an all-time 
high. Fortunately, Greenbelt has 
been relatively immune, thus far, 
from the foreclosure epidemic. 
The greatest impact for Greenbelt 
homeowners has been 20 to 40 
percent reductions in the resale 
values for their homes and a loss 
of equity in those homes. 

Tax Rates 

Even though the Maryland 
Homestead Tax Credit program 
provided lower tax bills for home- 
owners than would have been 
the case without the credit, many 
homeowners believe that prop- 
erty taxes are still too high. Be- 
sides the actual property assess- 
ments which have risen steadily 
for years, the other factor for 
overall tax bills is the rate. Since 
2002 the overall property tax rate 
for a Greenbelt homeowner has 
increased from $1.71 per $100 
of assessed value to $1.869 per 
$100 of assessed value. This in- 
cludes the share of the property 
tax rate levied by the State of 
Maryland, Prince George’s Coun- 
ty, the Maryland National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission, 
the Washington Suburban Sani- 
tary Commission and the City of 
Greenbelt. During the same period 
the Greenbelt property tax rate 
increased from $0.628 per $100 of 
assessed value to $0.786 per $100 
of assessed value, or just under 
$0.16 over the eight years. 

Effect on Budget 

Because Greenbelt single fam- 
ily residences are receiving their 
new triennial assessments this 
year it is likely that the property 
assessments for Greenbelt homes 
will come in lower than previous 
years. Greenbelt officials have not 
yet received the new property as- 
sessment data from the state that 
they need in order to construct 
their Fiscal Year 2010 budget 
that begins on July 1, 2010. 

They have been able to screen 
a sample of the reassessments and 
are expecting a potential decrease 
in the range of 10 to 20 percent for 
Greenbelt residences. They believe 
that if that percentage holds true 
for the total property tax assess- 
ment base in Greenbelt, the impact 
on the FY10 would be manageable. 
Part of the “good news” provided 
to the council by the city man- 
ager at its pre-budget worksession 
on January 20 was that the city 
has $3 million in Homestead Tax 
Credits that will serve to cushion 
the expected reduction in property 
tax assessments. That $3 million 
is equal to about 28 percent of 
the city’s single family residential 
assessment. 

Although it is not completely 
known at this time how the 
credits will align with the actual 
reductions, if the 10 to 20 per- 
cent range of reductions holds 
true, then the potential impact on 
the FY10 budget would not be 
great. Good news for the city, 
but not exactly the news that 
homeowners might be looking 
forward to when they receive 
their tax bills.

landscaping labor, provided by 
Brickman Group. 

Belle Point’s landscaping 
committee purchased a variety 
of trees, keeping in mind those 
species that grow best in the 
area and flower at different sea- 
sons. Belle Point residents can 
now enjoy the shade and beauty 
provided by the addition of new 
maples, Norway spruces, crepe 
myrtles, dogwoods and other 
young trees. 

Silke Pope, president of the 
Belle Point Homeowner’s Asso- 
ciation and city councilmember, 
appreciates the time and effort 
that went into the project. 

“We’re very proud. It really 
beautifies our community and 
we thank the dedicated people 
willing to step up and give their 
time to this project,” she said. 

The new trees were mainly 
planted in once empty traffic 
islands around the community. 

“It’s a real uplift to see 
something that’s beautiful, that 
it’s not barren-looking,” Tim- 
mermans said. 


One highlight of the project 
is the addition of a weeping 
cherry tree at the west end of 
the development. In the spring 
its blooming pink blossoms will 
give residents a chance to see 
the beautiful flowers reminiscent 
of those at the district’s Tidal 
Basin. 

We though it’d be nice to 
have some of the joy and the 
beauty of the famous cherry 
blossoms, Timmermans said. 

Timmermans hopes the addi- 
tion of new trees will also ben- 
efit Belle Point’s active wild- 
life by providing safe nesting 
space. 

Although the winter’s heavy 
snowfall has forced a signifi- 
cant portion of the landscaping 
committee’s 2010 budget to be 
spent on snow removal, Tim- 
mermans hopes the committee 
will continue to add color to 
the Belle Point community this 
year. So far, 100 daffodil bulbs 
were planted right before the 
January 30 snowfall. 

“It’s a start,” she said. 


City Seeks FEMA Funds 
For Snow Removal Costs

It cost the City of Greenbelt 
$82,640.43 to remove the 19-inch 
December snowfall from city 
streets and sidewalks during a 48- 
hour declared emergency period 
according to an expenditure sum- 
mary prepared by Carolyn Clem- 
ens, assistant director of Public 
Works. The city has asked the 
Federal Emergency Management 
Administration (FEMA) to re- 
imburse the city for these costs 
incurred for the period beginning 
12 a.m. on Saturday, December 
19 and ending at 11:59 p.m. on 
Sunday. Since the snowfall ac- 
tually began on Friday and city 
crews kept working on snow re- 
moval well after Sunday, the cost 
summary does not reflect all city 
expenditures for the event. 

The breakdown included labor 
costs of $38,132.43, equipment 
costs of $34,260 and road salt 
costs for 100 tons of salt of 
$7,092. This accounting was 


done following FEMA standards. 

At its January 11 meeting, 
Greenbelt City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin told the city council 
that while the city has sought re- 
imbursement, FEMA could deter- 
mine that the snow event did not 
qualify for federal assistance. 

The city’s labor expense bud- 
get for snow removal for the 
fiscal year, including employee 
benefits but not overhead expense 
for management labor, is about 
$45,000.
